The dis- 
aster was purely the result of carelessness in not 
avoiding the danger, und the loss of life was oc- 
casioned by the bad csnduct of the officers and 
crew. A* soon as the steamer struck, the Capt. 
ordered the boats to be lowered and threw him- 
self with half a dozen others into one of them. 
This step caused great consternation among the 
passengers, who saw themselves deserted by 
those on whom they relied for safety, and they 
rushed headlong to the other boat, filled it,'and 
pushed off—not even taking the precaution to 
procure oars, or phiijs. 
Of course the boat soon 


began to fill, steadily sunk, and eight men and 
three women were drowned in n perfectly smooth 
sea, and under the eyes of those on board tbe 
steamer. The Captain of the rirat steamer was 
induced, by the urgent appeals of those with him 
to return to the vessel, which was left high 
and dry on the rocks, as the tide fell, and another 
steamer, the Oollier, eoon came along and took 
off the survivors, 40 in number. The least pre- 
sence of mind on the part of tbe officers and pas- 
sengers, would have paved every life on board. 
There were eleven lives lost in all. 
A French 


ship, the Polka, waa lost on the same rocks only 
a few days before, and the following touching in- 
cident is mentioned iu connection with the dis- 
aster : 


" The two children of Mr. Jackson, who had 


been rescued from the Polka the week before, 
were on deck, and on first seeing the rocks art- 
lessly enquired what rocks they were. The re- 
ply was, the Matrueila ; but the poor father who 
bad experienced the same preservation with his 
wife and two little ones, added, " I think they 
ought to be railed the Polka rocks!" Scarcely 
had the words been uttered when the veeael 
struck, and the inquirers were preciepitated by 
tbe shock into the water, sinking to rise noiiiore.
